PHAT o big demand exista 
for Hongkong-made goods 
in America is not doubted. 
Not only are there big 
Chinese communities re- 
‘quiring native products but 
happily American people 
are particularly interested 
In traditional Chinese 
wares, tho demand for 
which has been growing in 
recent years with the ever 
imcreasing numbers of 
tourists visiting this Colony, 
The Hongkong stand at New 
York therefore should not 
fail to ‘attract wide interest, 
It is: to be hoped, too, that 
tho opportunity is taken to 
dlsplay Hongkong as much 
‘its gpronucts for the 
‘iirade ir provides on 
iden} opportunity to 
publicise the Colony to 
potential tourists with 
ua films and “photos

developing the -Colony’s 
trade | with the United 
States, however, is the Certi- 
ficate of Origin procedure 
and though exports of 
goods requiring such certl- 
ficates incrensed last yeur 
to HK866 million, it fs un- 
doubtedly hampering the 
Colony’s drive to close the 
gup between Its annual 
$423.8 million Imports and 
$116.6 million exports to

Another point which requires 
the attention of the Ameri- 
can atthorities {sy the 
attitude of the US Govern- 
ment to firms trading with 
Communist China. The 
freezing of dollar necoynts

Textile Industry 


The competition which the 
United Kingdom cotton industry 
ls facing from imports of plece- 
goxls from Indla and Hengkong 
has been the subject of oumer- 
aus siutements in the press and 
questions in the House of Com- 
inchs, Led by Sir Cuthbert ‘Clegg, 
n delegatloa from the Industry 
visited both Indla and Hongkong 
at the beginning of this year to 
discuss this problem. It was 
proposed that the local industry 
should voluntarily agree to 
limitation of exports of cotton 
cloth to the United Kingdom at 
ea agreed figure and this sug- 
gestion is being examined. Even 
If certain sections of the in- 
dustry are willing to co-operate, 
however, there rcems little 
chenee of bringing the garment- 
making industry into the 
scheme. This Is very much of 
the cottage type of industry 
with no organised form of as- 
sociati¢n arid this makes any 
Umitation unworkable. In view 
of the publicity that has been 
given to the competition froin 
{Hengkong it is, 1 think, worthy 
of mention that the spinning in- 
austry here comprises just over 
three hundred thousond spindles 
while in the United Kingdom 
there are reported to be some- 
thing in the region of twenty- 
five million = spindles in active 
operation, 


Hong Kong Trade

China 


Conditions In China ore a 
matter of considerable interest 
to all the countries in Soutn- 
Eust Asia end nowhere is this 


J more so than here in Hongkong. 


Untortunately, information until 
recently has been scanty and 
rcHance has had to be placed to 
o large extent on official pud- 
lications and on impressions uf 
returning visitors whose move- 
ments have in some casts been 
limited; but ately. there has 
been a welcome Increase both 
in the number of visitors per- 
mitted to enter the country and 
in the extent of thelr travel 
when thero which is enabling 
us Hongkong to hear cye- 
witness accounts of what js 
happening, Thero has also. 
been a certain amount of criti- 
clsm from China’s own leaders, 
which has shown up whero 
some of the weaknesses lie, and 
statistical information has been 
constderably improved, In fact 
a great deal of Jiterature Is 
availndle; but the achievements 
of the present administration 
aro still so much a subject uf 
controversy that much of this 
takes a partisan view, giving 
credit or awarding blame ac- 
comting to the Ideology of the 
writer, In spite of these quatt- 
fications on any opinion which 
ts formed there seems no doubt 
whatever that the progress jn 
industrial development that has 
been made in the last few years 
Js substantial and that the first 
stages of the welding of farms 
into collective units have been, 
to a large extent, compieted. To 
what degree this has reflected 
the wishes of the people, or how 
lasting tho coliectlve pattern 
will be, is diMcult to cstimate 
ut the speed with which this 
Os been brought about must 
have exceedeg Cxpectations. 


More Railways 


The constructlon of new rall- 
ways has also been particularly 
Impresslve and it is claimed that 
over 2,600 milos have already 
heen completed. One of the 
most ambitlous cf these projects 
Js the line Inking Lanchow with 
the Soviet network some 1,700 
miles oway.

Restricted Trade 


Trade with China continues to 
be restricted by the embargo bul 
kt was announced In the House 
of Commons In May that more 
use would be made “of the 
execplicns procedure {to permit 
reasonable exports In appropriate 
cars to China of goods which 
are not on the Soviet Usts”. 
While this move is welcome as 
far a6 it gots it has not proved 
so helpful as it was hoped due 
to the absence of precise lists 
and tho delay in deallng with 
applications, : 

An exhibition of China pro- 
duce and manufactures was held 
in Canton from November to 
January and was visited by. mary 
Hongkong merchants. The ly- 
out was cxcellent and not only 
showed the wide range of’ pro- 
ducts, which we ali bere know 
so well, but also included 
examples of what thelr new In- 
dustries are turning out. Many 
of these Items were for export 
and there is plenty of evidence, 
here in Hongkong, of the Increase 
in the range of goods available 
from China. 


Japan 


In Japan the 
murked by sleadily 
economic expansion with 
continulng instability on the 
political scene, The index of 
industrial production in 
November was higher by over 
25% compared with the figure 
for the previous year but 
internally this dots not seem us 
yet 10 have © caused serious 
overstrain. While the - cost cf 
mttals and. machinery rose and 
there were bottlenccks In both 
transportation and electric 
powtr the prices of basic cloth 
and foodstuffs remained steady 
but in January. the consumer 
goods index moved up sharply. 
Unless this ig temporary it may 
be a sign that demand Is be- 
ginning to press where it can 
do most harm. Interest rates 
continued high but bank 
advancts have sttadily in- 
creased, resulling in a r 
the level of borrowing from the 
Bank of Japan, . 


Shipbuliding ‘in particular has 
been extremely prosperous and, 
alded by thelr early delivery 
dates, the industry has taken 
advantage of the world demand 
for shipping, particularly tank- 
ers, and Japan lost year turned 
out 1,746,000 tons of shipping, 
double the previow year’s total. 
Output of textiles also incroased 
and exports have been rising 
which has no} been welcomed 
by the competing Industries in 
the importing countries, parli- 
cularly in the United States of 
America. As o Tesult of pro- 
tests from that country the 
Jepancse have agreed to a yoiun- 
tary lmitatlon of textile’ ex- 
ports to 236. milllan square yards 
per annum.

Political Picture 


When we tum from a survey 
of economic conditions, and look 
at the politicat picture the out-

emergence of the two-party 
system, which I mentioned last 
year, has not brought with it 
ony feeling of party cohesion 
nnd politics are still bedevilled 
by the rivalry of numerous fac- 
tions. This party strife did 
nothing to Improve the Japanese 
prosptcts In thelr ncgotintions 
with Russia where the dissen- 
sions and rivalry of the varlous 
political eroup? at home 
wenkened a hand which was 
never particularly strong, The 
Japunese plso found, as others 
have fou before them, that 
the Russians Were hard bar- 
gainers and the talks, which In 
the summer were resumed In 
Moscow, scemed for a long time 
to be making little progress. 
Finally In October an agreement 
was signed and in December, at 
a ceremony in Tokyo, the 
ratification instruments were ¢x- 
changed and the restoration of 
diplomatic relations became an 
accomplished fact, A few days 
Inter Japan was clected the 
cightieth member of the Uniled 
Natlons, This entry into 
the international organisation 
has given great satisfaction to 
the Japanese and has, to a largo 
extent, tempered thelr disap- 
poalntment over the failure to 
obtain satisfaction over their 
territorial claims. In this con- 
nection it seems unlikely that

‘| Thailand 


Tho coutlous optimism I ex- 
presyed last year regarding the 
future of Thailand appeared 
to bo borno out by events tn 
1966. There wero signs of more 
political stability. and the dif- 
ferences between rival person 
allties, which had in the past 
hompered the administration, 
ecemed to be less marked, Un- 
fortunately the elections, which 
wero held at the end of inst 
month, resulted in a certain 
amount of unrest and it was 
Recessary to declare g state ot 
emergency. These disturbances 
scem to have been brought 
under control but the fact that 
they occurred showy that ‘“ctu- 
tlon” ig necessary in any op- 
pratsal of events in this coun- 
ty. Economie conditions were 
sutisfactory and the operation 
of the Stabilisation Fund ironed 
out excessive fluctuations In ex- 
chango ratey while the over+ 
stocked) condition of the Con- 
sumer goods markets showed 
considerable improvement, The 
balance of trade, however, was 
slightly adverse during most of 
the year as imports continued 
at a high level, which had 4 
beneficial effect on the revenue.

Finances 


Tho present position of tho 
finonces of the Federation wag 
dealt with clearly and conclscly 
by Colonel H. S. Lee, the Mints- 
ter of Finance, when ho Intro- 
duced his first budget. The ¢s- 
tlmate shawed a prospective de- 
ficit of M.$145 millions for 1967 
which would reduce the reajis- 
able gencral revenue balanta to 
M.$136 millions by the end of 
tho year, This’ was considered 
to be below the safety margin 
and, for this reason, chang¢s‘ in 
rect and indirect taxation were 
brought Into foree, Briefly these 
covered incrcares in income tax 
in the higher income brackets, 
new taxation affecting motor 
cars, the raising of certaln im- 
port duties and an excise duty on 
loeally grown tobacco. This In- 
creased revenues svas expected 
to reduce the deficit to M.$110 
millions, The cstimnates . for 
capital projects alrea ap- 
proved: show that o jittle over 
M.$200 millions will be required 
in 1057 with not for short of 
M.$400 millions thereafter, This 
finance is being provided . at 
present by advances from the 
treasury but o funding operation

The estimates for 1957 showed 
a deficit of M.$3¢ millions but 
new taxation similar to the 
Federation’s reduced this figure 
to under M.$20 millions.

India 


India in recent years has bullt 
up for herself a position of 
considerable influence in world 
affairs and this Is particularly 
s0 In Asia where many of the 
smaller countries look to her for 
lendership and wateh with an- 
xlous eyes to see how her in- 
dustrial development ls proceed- 
ing——-n development they are all 
trying to emulate toa greater or 
losser degree, In particular 
her declared policy of moutrallt; 
ly one which many others wis 
to follow and, although the dis~ 
pute over Kashmir has soured 
relations with her near aclgh- 
bour, and may, as a result uf 
recent events, lower her own 
prestige, the {interest In her pro- 
gress) is unlikely to be much 
diminished. The second five- 
year plan has, In particular, at- 
tracted considerable attention 
with, {ts emphasis on heavy in+ 
dustry. In India this is consider- 
ed vital to enable her to {m- 
prove, or perhaps only to main- 
tain, the standard of living of 
her growing population and all 
reports indicate: that the povern- 
ment is determined to achieve 
the targets even if this Is not 
found possible within = the 
stipulated period, China, a5 we 
have seen, Is also moving in the 
same direction, although under a 
very different dorm of govern- 
ment but with the same em- 
phasis on epeed. Whether cither 
will be successful in this rapid 
move towards  industrialisatlon, 
the future alone can show but 
the success of one over the other 
would be viewed by many as a 
triumph for that form of govern- 
ment. The determination of 
India to retain her parllament- 
ary Institutions can be seen {rom 
fhe electicns recently held—a 
massive picce of organisatlon— 
in which it Js estimated that 200 
qillion, peeple have had an op- 
portunity to vote at 200,000 poll- 
ing. booths, Success in her 
economic aspirations would 
strengthen such Institutions not 
only in India but in mayy other 
countries as well, and = these 
aspirations are at the moment 
ceutred round the second five- 
year plan. : 


Plan Criticised

Recently, for example, 
fhe Hiralcud dam was opencd 
which [s claimed to be the 
longest tn the world, This dam, 
malnly the work of Indinn en- 
gineers, extends for about three 
miles with dykes on the flank 
to a total of thirteen miles, For 
the future I is hoped to Increase 
steel production during = the 
period of the plan by four mil- 
flon tons a year which will mean 
doubling the capacity of two 
existing plants and building 
three new ones. Construction of 
heavy machinery is also plan- 
net and a mission from the 
United Kingdom haa recently 
visited the country to advise un 
what bs required! 


These ore only a few of the 
many interesting developments 
that are taking place bul before 
I leave India there are two 
matters of Interest to our offices 
there which I should Uke to 
mention. The first is the Reserve 
Bank of India (Amendment) Act 
1050 which gives .that bank 
power to vary the cash reserves 
which scheduled banks are re« 
quired to maintain with it. “The 
second fs the Banicing Companies | 
(Amendment) Act 1956, which 
inter alia requires the appoint- 
ment of managers of banks ‘to 
be approved by the ‘Reserve 
Bank of India, Although I under- 
stand that the powers given 
under both these measures are 
only intended to be held in re- 
servo, they ore none the less dis- 
turbing. Circumstances change 
and policies with them ard a 
very recemt example of this is 
the State Trading Corpcration, 
This was sci up to carry on trade 
with the Communist countries, 
where a government organisation 
was considercd advantageous,

the private sector. 


In Burma the elections in 
April resulted in the expected 
victory for the government 
party although the size of the 
opposition vote was greater 
than expected.

tain industries, So far the

ELEVEN RIOTERS GAOLED '|& 


SENTENCES OF 
TWO TO

Mr Justice C. W. Reece today ‘sentenced 
eleven men to gaol for periods of ‘two to 


four years. 


They were found guilty at the 


Criminal Sessions on March 5 of taking part 
in the Tsun Wan riots last October. 


The original 19 accused were 
Wong Shek-chun, Leung Yuk, 
Chong Shek-shon, Lau Wal- 
keung, Yuen Wlng-sum, Ko 
Pul-kong, Yiu Chung-fai, 
Chung Yucu-pak, Lam Pui-tao, 
Mau Man-cheung, Cheung Ylu- 
yin, Leung Chee-hung, Yip 
Kam-hung, Chiu Sung-foon, 
Chong Tung, Leung Chung, 
Tsung Ylu-man, Chiu Noi and 
Chan Sai-hung. 


Six of them were acquitted.: 
They were the seventh, 12th, 
4th, 16th, 18th and 18th ac

Two Remanded 


This morning, Mr 
Reece remanded the ninth 
10th accused, pending a report 
from the Commissioner of Pri- 
sons as to their suitability for 
admission to a train centre,

years,
